that he would prefer Elic5ana, with- 
out any thing of Fortune, before the 
richeſt Heireſs of the Kingdom. Aſte- 
tha was too perſpicacious, not to be 
convinc®d that ſhe was not to hope 
any thing by that way. And there- 
fore, to gain, by Flattery,- the Sove- 
ralgnty of a Heart,. which her other 
Artifices had not been able to ſubdue; 
0 Tazander ! Cry?d ſhe, after ſhe had 
continud a while in filence, O generous 
Tazander ! How much do 1 admire your 
conſtancy! How few Men are there in 
the World who have ſo great a Portion of 


that 
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that precious Virtue, And' how unjuſt 
would Heaven ſeem to be, if it beſtows 
not on her, whom. it has defign'd for you, 
the ſame Sentiments, and the ſame know- 
ledge, which I have of your Merit. 

She thereupon entertain'd him with 
an elaborate Repreſentation of the 
happineſs, and unhappineſs. of Mar- 
riages, adding, that a Man cannot be 
happy, it a Woman has not ingenuity 
enough, to know his Merit, and if ſhe 
does not efteem- it, as ſhe ſhould do; 
fiance, without that, The Love, ſaid ſhe, 
which 15 at firſ® obſervable in that my+ 
thal engagement, is weakned by degrees, 
awindles ito indifference, and moſ> com- 
monly degenerates into averſion, She en- 
tertain'd him with ſeveral other things 
of the- like kind, all which were de- 
fen'd, craftily'to beget in him an ap- 

rehenſion, that Fliciana was not capa- 
le of havipg all thoſe Sentiments. 

Though all theſe Arguments were

aot ſo prevalent, as- to convince T7 a- 
Lander, yet the fear of incenſing: A- | 
| teria, by too open an oppoſition of | 
her, and making her his Enemy, check'd | 
him tnto a forbearance of centradia- 
ing her any longer, Wherevpon 4 


| fteria | 
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feria, thinking. ſhe had ſhaken him, 
hop'd, upon another aſſault, to gain 
the Poſt fhe deſfir'd. Anſwerable to 
that Conſideration, ſhe began to have 
a greater Complaiſance for him, than 
ſhe had yet had, to entertain him more 
frequently, and for longer time than: 
ordinary, and cunningly to keep both 
her Daughters from ſpeaking to him, 
at leaſt where Civility did not diſpenſe 
with it. Nay, ſhe wris to him ſeveral 
obliging things, under ſeveral preten- 
ces. But though her Paſſion inclin'd 
her, to make a more open Diſcovery 
to him of -what ſhe felt for his ſake, 
yet her diſdainful humour, and her 
Virtue diverted her from following its 
advice. And ſo not finding Tazander 


_diſpog'd to Love her, as ſhe had pro- | 


mis*d her ſelf, ſhe was ſo highly dif- * 
quieted thereat, that ſhe continually: | 
made ſecret reproaches of it to her 
ſelf, and charg'd her own Heart with 
weakneſs and Cowardiſe.. ln fine, 
ready to burſt with regret and ſhame, / 
ſhe could hardly endure her ſelf; and« 
coulidering, with a certain indignation, * 
him who was the cauſe of her diſtratti- 
on, yet had cot the ſame Sentiments/ 

; for." 
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for her, which ſhe had for him, ſhe 
began to look on him, as the Enemy 
of her quiet and happineſs, and ſo 
came gradually to hate him. Where- 
upon, being equally. poſſeſs'd by thoſe 
two moſt enrag'd Pallions, ſhe deter- 
min*d, never to conſent to 7azanders 
Marriage with Eliciana, but to defer 
it from time to time, vpon divers pre- 
rences. 

According to theſe Meaſures ſhe 
manag*d her Afﬀeairs, and indeed is 
happen'd, at that time, that ſhe had 
| a very plauſible pretence, by the Sick- 
neſs of Emrfrida, whom, before her 
Death, ſhe-perſwaded, to ſettle all 
her Eſtate immediately upon her ſelf, 
| having previoully repreſented it to her, 

that it was the ſureſt expedient, to 
keep her Daughters in a conſtant ob- 
fervance of the duty they ought her. 


Tazander, having forborn all appli- | 


cations, during all the time that A- 
fteria was 'in Mourning for the Death 
of her Mother, entreated her now to 


make good her word, and meeting on- | 


ly with affected delays, ac ſolliciged 
the Friends and Relations of Elrciana, 
to bring things to a concluſion. Afre- 
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ria, being preſs'd of all ſides, took- 
the opportunity of a diſcourſe, which- 
had divided the Company, to oppoſe 
the opinion of Tazander, and though. 
he maintain'd 1t with as much civility, 
as he ought to have done, yet ſhe 
ſeem'd to be offended at his Anſwers, 
was as Satyrical upon him, as poidty 
ſhe could, and deſigning a Rupture - 
with him, ſhe made as if ſhe took- his 
excuſes for a new injury. She after- 
wards gave it out every where, that 
ſhe had reaſon to complain of his want 
of Complaiſance, and his incivilicy,. | 
and ſent him a Meſſage, to deſire him | 
to forbear ſeeing her any more. On. 
the other ſide, Tazander omitted not 
any thing, which might conduce either 
to the appealing of her, or making ' 
their common Friends ſenſible of the 
injuſtice of Aferia's procedure. He 
was particularly advis'd by Emerida, to 
forbear exaſperating a mind, which 
was to be gain'd by patience, That 
remedy he thought ſo tedious, that

leſs, when Eliciana would admit of no 
diſcourſe with him, or receive any of'

ing another Duel with Ox«rss, but upon 
better Reſolutions, he conſider®d, that 
he could not again attack a Man, who, 
though his Rival, had been unwilling 
to kill him, as he might have done. In 
fine, after ſeveral deliberations, he 
thought his ſafeſt and moſt rational 
way would be to make uſe of the pro- 
miſe which he had from Aſteria, 
— With that Reſolution he' went and 
intreated the Relations of Eliciana to + 
tell Afteria, that if ſhe beſtowed not |

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-her Daughter on him, he ſhould be oh. 
lig*d to force her thereto by that Pro- 
miſe. Aſteria was content to execute 
what ſhe had promis*'d him in that 
Writing, and appointed a certain day, 
on which, at her Houſe, it ſhould be 0- 
pen'd before thoſe of their Relations 
who had put their Seals to it. As ſoon 
as that Lover appear'd before her, ke 
proteſted to her, in the moſt civil and 
moſt reſpetful manner imaginable, 
that he would never have taken that 
courſe, had he not been forcd thereto 
by a Paſſion which ſhe her ſelf had gi- 
ven life to, and approv'd; whereupon, 
ſetting his Knee to the ground, he 
humbly beſought her, to grant him, 
without any go Fong that Favour 
which he begg*d of her, with all the 
Submiſſions and Inſtances imaginable. 
Aſteria only made anſwer, that ſhe was 
ready to ſubmit to the Laws which ſhe 
:had impos'd on her ſelf z which, as ſhe 


was ſaying, ſhe took the Promiſe out! 


of Tazander's hands, and deliver'd ii 
to one of that Lover's Relations ; but 
inſtead of finding in it the name of El

&«nder thinking that his —_ -” 
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ſtook, caus'd him to read it over a- 
gain ; and in fine,he read it himſelf,and 
having found that he was not miſtakeng. | 
his ſurpriſe and his grieſ were ſo great: 
that he could not ſay any thing in along 
time. 

Aſteria, who till then had conceald 


ſhe had for him, and which it was not 
in her power to ſmother, would needs, 
either out of Pity or Inſultation, make 
a further tryal of Tazander*s Patience 3. 
upon which Reflection, ſnatching the 
Writing out of his Hands, and caſting 
it into the Fire, ſhe thus addreſs?d her { 
ſelf to him ; * Be not ſo fond, Tatan- 
© der, as to imagine, that it is my de- | 
ſign to make any advantage of what 
* was contain'd in that Writing : Bux | 
© this you may aſſure your ſelf of, that | 
© as you cannot make any further pre- / 
© tence to Eliciana, who never had an | 
* Aﬀection for you; ſo on the other 
© ſide, you are much leſs to fear that of | 
* Aſteria, who having hitherto cone / 
* ceaPd her weakneſs from you, will in / 
*a ſhort time convince you, that ſhe * 
* can triumph over it. 
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Theſe words were no ſooner out of 
her Mguth, but that it repented her of 
having made ſo plain a diſcovery of 
that ſecret Paſlion which ſhe had kept 
ſo long undiſcover'd. The confuſion 
ariſing thence, together with ſome 0- 
ther Refle&tions, wrought ſo violently 
upon her Mind, that ſhe could not en-

| Meaatime, never was any aſtoniſh-

it. And ſo, without communicating . 
her deſign to Tazarder, ſhe diſmilled :

<how afflicting is. the very thought of 
it to me, and what regrets muſt L 


© expect to undergo *? 
Emerida' ſtayed: with her all that 


day, uſing all the: endeavours ſhe could, 


though to: little purpoſe, to alleviate 
her affliftion, and to raiſe in her ſome 
| hopes, that things wonld end more 
happily than ſhe imagin'd. And ſo, 
preſuming that Aferia would be the 
next day in a better diſpoſition to 
ſubmit to-her arguments, ſhe return'd 
to her own houſe, whither as ſoon as 
ſhe was come, ſome of her Servants 
brought her word that @ certain 
Perſon deſired to ſpeak with her. 

| She at firſt thought it might be ſome 
; body fromTaznder,but ſhe was ſurpriſ- 
' ed to ſee Erurimantes advancing towards 
her, who ſeem'd to be in ſome ex- 
traordinary diſturbance.
